Events of great Importance 
have taken place In tha Polish 
People's Republic. In accordance 
with the provisions of the con- 
stitution, the Council of State of 
the Polish People’s Republic 
has Introduced martial law 
throughout the country and a 
Military National Salvation 
Council has been established 
with W. Joruzelskl as Its head. 

The head of the Military Na- 
tional Salvation Council staled 
lliat Ihe measures taken are 
designed to create conditions fur 
taking Poland out of a crisis 
situation, to protect legality and 
lo restore public order. 

All these steps taken In Poland 
are, of course, its Internal affair, 
a different Interpretation of 
these events, made by certain 
circles In the West, can only be 
regarded as an attempt to Inter- 
fere In affairs which lie within 
tho competence of the Poles only. 

According to the PAP agency, 
the activities of all trade unions, 
students' end some other organi- 
zations have been suspended in 
connection with the introduction 
of martial law. Staff personnel of

IRRIGATION 

PLANS 

About 45,000 hectares of 
land will be irrigated by the Pav. 
lodar canal, whose construction 
began on the right bank of the 
Irtysh, in Northern Kazakhsian 
The water will eventually come 
from the Zangar reservoir which 
forms a natural depression. This 
reservoir will then provide the 
starting point for two canals 
which will run a totalizing length 
of over 125 kilometres. Yet, an- 
other major 20-kilomelre canal 
In the Kyzylkum Desert has been 
built lu the south ol the repub- 
lic. It draws on the Chardara 
reservoir and its total irrigation 
network now covers 134 kilo- 
metres. Along the Kyzylkum ca* . 
nal a cotton-growing zone will be 
established, the largest In 
southern Kazakhstan. 

Tha republic contains a devel- 
oped network of man-made 
waterways of 7,500 kilometres In 
length, as well as reservoirs 
holding the capacity of 100,000 
million cubic metres of fresh 
water. The Irrigated lands cover 
an area of more than 1,870,000 
hectares.

AND HUMAN 
REQUIREMENTS 

Such was the subject of discus- 
sion at the International sympo- 
sium which has taken place In 
the Georgian capital Tbilisi. Its 
participants were prominent So- 
viet and foreign scientists. In- 
cluding experts and representa- 
tives o! a number of Interua- 
llonal organizations and establish- 
ments. They discussed ways of 
coordinating the elforts of scient- 
ists, scientific organizations and 
statesmen ln determining the 
avenues of scientific, technolo- 
gical and social progress. The 
symposium which lasted five 
days had bean sponsored by the 
State Committee of the USSlt nn 
Science and Technology, the 
Academy of Sciences and the Ail- 
Union lii-slilnlr n! Systems Re- 
search. 

FABRIC WITH 
MEDICAL PROPERTIES 

A rubric with tlio ability to 
kill pathogenic microorganisms 
has received high praise from 
doctors. It acquires this property 
after being treated with natural 
and synthetic fibres of antl- 
mlcrobo actlva dyes developed 
at the Institute of Cheinlstiy ol 
the Tajik SSR Academy ol Sci- 
ences. 

To Impart anU-mJcrobo proper- 
ties to the fabric, It Is necessary 
to "add" to it harmless bac- 
tericide substances, like those 
used ln cosmetics. It 1s not so 
easy to do this. The fibres them- 
selves do not interact with mo- 
lecules. Intermediate reagent- 
carriers, for Instance active dyes, 
need to ha fixed on the fibre. 

The outl-inicrobe fabric la 
washable and retains Its valuable 
qualities throughout its working 
life. The bactericide agents 
gradually move onto the skin of 
the person wearing the doth and 
kill all harmful microbes. 

Tested at dermatological clin- 
ics In the Ukraine, the cloth will 
have Us uses In surgery In cases 
of Infectious disease. 

SOLAR HELIUM 
IN EARTH'S CORE 

Soviet physicists and geoche- 
mical engineers have established, 
. for the first lime ever, the dis- 
tribution pattern of helium Iso- 
topes ln the earth's crust, mantle 
and atmosphere. This Important 
research has been recognized as 
a discovery and entered in the 
Soviet State Register of Dis- 
coveries. 

Helium Is a light Inert gas 
made up of two stable Isotopes 
—heavy hellutii-4 and light he- 
lium-3. The former Is easily 
available while lha latter 1* 
scarce. Even though this gas Is 
found everywhere on earth, the 
very small concentrations of he- 
lium-3 held back the study of 
the light Isotope. 



We devised n special Instru- 
ment, a magnetic resonance 
mass-spocliomnler, capable oi 
detecting an atom of nn admix- 
ture among 10.000 million atoms 
of the basic material, say-9 Pro- 
fessor B. Mamyrin, ono of the 
scientists engaged on tbe re- 
search. No other country has 
such a highly sonsltlvo instru- 
ment. It has made It possible [or 
us lo undertake several thou- 
sands of probes of helium found 
in mountain rocks, minerals, 
water, and In oil ami gas da- 
posits. 

It was believed until recently 
that Iho dec-por ihe rock layer 
lire smaller the concentrations ol 
lreLturu-3. However, in studying 
the spectrum of helium extracted 
from volcanic gas and juvenile 
volcanic rock, we were surprised 
tn find that there- were Ihousamls 
of times more helium-3 in them 
than In Iho earth's emst. This 
was helium from the earth's 
mantle, hovlng a coirntam con- 
centration of hollum-i.

LABORATORY 

Soviet and American scientists 
have taken an Important step 
towards combining elforts in car- 
rying out major International re- 
search programmes. Prominent 
geophysicist b from the USA, as 
well as specialists in processing 
Information, spent a few days In 
Moscow recently At the invita- 
tion of the Soviet Academy ol 
Sciences. The leaders of two 
world geophysical centres (lo- 
cated in Moscow and Washing- 
ton) discussed thB compatibility 
of computer hardware and soil- 
ware. 

V. Golovkov, head ol the So- 
viet centre, said that tho success 
of such major International pro- 
jects as ‘Tho Earth's Mamie 11 , 
'Tire Year of Quiet Sim", "The 
Year of Active Sun", etc., had 
been achieved by the close co- 
operation of scientists from dif- 
ferent countries, and. in parti- 
cular, by the permanent ex- 
change of Information between 
Moscow and Washington. At 
present both centres are prepar- 
ing to deal with the new flow of 
Information expected from Ihe 
ten-year "Lithosphere" scientific 
project, now under way. 

IN 13 LANGUAGES 

Onega 1* a computerized type- 
setting system, designed at the 
Ukrainian research Institute of 
Lha printing industry. The neces- 
sary "vocabulary'' Is entered 
Into the memory of a computer 
via a keyboard. The system then, 
acting as a text editor, prepares 
the layout of a book: it places 
paragraphs, divides words, 
forms lines and counts columns. 
The resultant programme la then 
fad Into an automatic machine 
which prepares matrices for 
the future edition. Texts can be 
In' English, Spanish, Portuguese, 
or any other of the 13 languages 
which tha system can copo yrith- 
This feature Is Indispensable for 
publishing Russian-foreign and' 
forelgn-Rtisslan dlcUoijdnes. 
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MOVING TO 
THE CITY FOR 
EMPLOYMENT: 
A FACTOR OF 
THE PAST 

Vladimir BELOUSOV, 
Director, Central Research 
end Design Institute 
of Town Planning 

In the 70s, the number ol 
people living lu cities In Ihe 
USSR has Increased by more 
than 7 por cent lo reacb 188.5 
million people. Despite the 
higher natural growth rale, Ihe 
rural population decreased also 
by 7 par cent. This ts first and 
foremost a result ol the regular 
drift ol the population to (lie 
towns. In facb 17 million rural 
residents have moved to Iho 
cities over tho last decade. 
Although this Is an Inevitable 
trend, H needs some adjustment. 

Tho problem is that tho former 
rural folks move Into the larger 
cities where life becomes Increas- 
ingly difficult os these cities 
grow In size. Due to tho strain 
induced through population ex- 
pansion It becomes difficult to 
ensure favours bio living condi- 
tions, convenient Iran spot I 
routes, and pleasant natural sur- 
roundings. In short, il Is neces- 
sary to take measures to direct 
this flow of people from die 
countryside lo smaller or 
medium-size towns. 

In this Tespect, wo have some 
experience, Ilka providing large 
Industrial enterprises (or these 
regions and hence eliminating 
Ihe need to move to bigger 
cities. The Volzhsky Car Works 
was founded, far example, ln a 
small place called Togiletlli 
whose population now lias In* 
creased beyond half a mil Hon. 
Tbe construction of the Kama 
Truck Factory hegau In tho 
township ol Naberezhnye Chel- 
ny, now 300,000 people live 
here. Tho Nuclear Engineering 
Factory has provided employ- 
ment for the town ol Volgo- 
donsk, and Ihe - Hydroelectric 
Power Project on the Angara, 
combined with the Industrial 
complex to process limber, liavfi 
Increased the population of Ust- 
lUmsk. The two dlles now pos- 
sess 110 and 100 thousand in- 
habitants respectively. 

Despite certain economic ex- 
penditure required lo alto these 
large Industries, tn small out-of- 
the-way- places, where every- 
thing mutt start from scratch, 
eventually these policies pay oU. 
The population will, be more 
evenly distributed over the coun- 
try. In the long term, this prin- 
ciple underlies General . ; Flaps 
concerning die' : distribution of 
industry; and , population up to 
the Year 3000.-. : -.■* '\
